Telephons rstes throughout Cali­ 
fornia will go up November 1, 
But Marin phone subscribers will 
find that call* throughout the Bay 
Area won’t cost than as much after 
that date as they do today. 
Marin is included within a “mes­ 
sage unit” area for placing intertitf 
calh under a new schedule granted 
Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company today in San Francisco by 
the Public Utilities commission. The 
$14 452,000 statewide boost followed 
this summer’s wage increase to em­ 
ployees following a strike. 
Among other changes hi telephone 
costa is elimination of five-ccnt calls 
from phone booths. The rate goes 
up ti> a dime. 
Here la where the benefit comes 
hi for telephone subscribers in San 
Rafael, Corte Madera-Larkspur, Mill 
Valley, Belvedere, and Sausalito ex­ 
changes: 
At present, calla among these 
points—or between any of the ex­ 
changes and other Bay Area points 
—are charged on a fire cent basic 
toll unit. 
Instead, Marin will be included 


within the area-wide “message unit" 
system with a cost per unit set at 
4 4 cents. In general, this means that 
where a call now coats five cents, 
it will coat 4.4 cents to the sub-1 
acriber plus federal tax. 
But the change will reduce the 
tax since the message unit system 
brings the tax levy unde* classifica­ 
tion of a "local” call with 15 per cent 
federal tax rather than “long dis­ 
tance” taxed at 25 per cent of costj 
over 25 cents. 
A three-minute call under the new 
system from San Rafael to down­ 
town San Francisco therefore will 
cost 2C2 cents instead of 23 oents 
as at present, and from Sausalito 
to downtown San Francisco it goes 
down from 11.5 cents to 10.2 cents. 
Other calls within Marin — or 
wlthip the area from San Rafael 
south to San Jose and east to Wal­ 
nut Creek—will be reduced accord­ 
ingly. 
Monthly increases on telephone 
bills per subscriber range from 15 
cents to 30 cents for farm and home 
phones, and from 50 to 75 cents on 
business calls.

HEALTH OFFICER SAYS:

If residents of Inverness area eon* 
tinue their close watch for symp­ 
toms of polio they should have no 
fear of an epidemic of the disease, 
Dr. Clarice Hayiett, Marin health 
officer, declared today. 
The doctor made the announce­ 
ment after a third case in the area 
had been reported yesterday and 
fear of an epidemic had resulted in 
a closedown of Inverness Elemen­ 
tary school 
Yesterday's victim was an eight- 
year-old girl from Inverness. 
She 
is the sister of the six-year-old boy 
struck by the disease last week. She 
la Marin's 14th victim of 1951. 
Dr. Hayiett explained that sym- 
toms of the sickness were caught 
by the girl’s parents so early that 
the youngster’s case has been diag­ 
nosed as “very light.” 
So light in fact, the doctors add­ 
ed, that the girl may not even be 
taken to a hospital. She may be 
treated at her home. 
Turning to the fear of an epi­ 
demic which resulted In the close 
down of Inverness school yesterday 
and for the remainder of this week, 


Supervisors 
Ponder Pay 
Of Employees 


Are county employees being paid 
mough money to live on during the 
present inflationary period? 
That question came up twice dur­ 
ing yesterday’s meeting of the coun­ 
ty supervisors. Nobody answered it. 
But it appeared likely that the ques 
thin would coma up again. 
County Clerk George S. Jones 
asked the supervisors to raise the 
pay of Mrs. Henrietta Hudson, a 
deputy, from $258 to $273—the next 
•alary step in the Kroeger admin­ 
istration report. It was described as 
a "distress" case dating back to May 
28 when the Kroeger personnel plan 
was adopted by the board. 
The supervisors voted 3 to 1 to 
grant the boost. Chairman T. Fred 
Bagshaw said he reluctantly voted 
against it because he wanted to 
maintain the principle of job classi­ 
fication. 
Jones said he has three openings 
on his staff which cannot be filled 
because of low salary ranges under 
the Kroeger plan. One resignation, 
he said, involves a xpan now paid 
$275. although the personnel plan 
for the job calls for starting wage 
Of $218 with $258 top. 
The salary problem came up a 
second time at the meeting when 
the minimum pay for a new deputy 
probation officer was raised from 
$258 to $273 by board action. 


Dr. Hayiett remarked 
that she 
doubted whether the sickness would ! 
spread to other youngsters. 
"Polio is comparable to the flu 
insofar as being contagious,” the 
health officer pointed out. 
"Most 
of the youngsters in school have 
probably been exposed to it already 
and if they have not come down 
with the sickness yet, they probably 
won’t in the future.” 
There Is no evidence of an appar­ 
ent common source, she repeated. 
Dr. Hayiett explained further the! 
greatest aid in checking the spread 
of the disease has been the close 
watch by parents for symptoms of 
polio. Their action has resulted in 
catching most of the cases this 
year in the early stages, she added. 
And, she went on to say, as a re­ 
sult of this nine of the 14 cases 
reported in Marin this year have 
already recovered without weakness 
or paralysis. 
Meanwhile, 
Dt. 
Wallace 
Hall, 
county superintendent of schools, 
reported the Inverness school was 
closed for this week by the board 
of trustees because parents were! 
keeping their youngsters away from \ 
the classrooms. 
“It was not because the board 
feared an epidemic of polio," he 
hastened to add. 
The action was taken by .th e , 
board, he went on to say, because 
only 43 youngsters showed up for 
school yesterday. This is about one 
half of the regular enrollment. This 
seriously affects the average daily 
attendance of the school on which 
state appropriations are granted, 
Hall stated.

dere tidelands. 
Reedport Is bringing suit against 
Belvedere claiming that it did not 
receive fair treatment from the city 
council which turned down their 
application on October 9, 1950. 
Yesterday afternoon Bostick ac­ 
cused three councilmen of prejudg­ 
ing the Reedport application before 
it came up for public hearing on 
October 2. 1950. 
He said he discussed the matter 
privately with Mayor 3. Y. Warner 
Jr. and Councilmen Charles Yates 
and James Michael. Each told him, 
Bostick testified, that he planned 
to vote 
against the 
application. 
These talks took place before the 
meeting, he claimed. 
‘INVALID’ POINTS 
Attorney Harold H. Fulkerson, 
representing Reedport, said that the 
city 
council 
raised six "invalid" 
points at its October 9 meeting “to 
give substance to its decision." 
Fulkerson and Bostick said the 
city planning commission had re­ 
jected the subdivision tentative map 
on just five grounds: 
1—Filling in 21 acres and sub­ 
dividing it would change the char­ 
acter of Belvedere. 
2—That any city needs a ”green j 
belt” around it. 
3—That a large subdivision as j 
proposed would undesirably shift! 
the population density. 
4—That building up of new land 
from the tide flats would have a 
bad effect on the old land. 
5—That Reedport’« upland hold­ 
ings would be affected by addition 
of the new land. 
NOT IN DETAIL 
Bostick yesterday and today tes­ 
tified that the map Itself was not 
considered in any detail by the 
planning commission and that six 
subsequent objections to sewers, 
street widths, drainage, limited ac­ 
cess, cul-de-sacs, and bulkhead walls 
were not even discussed at commis­ 
sion sessions. 
Lawrence Co wen. Belvedere city 
attorney, today grilled Bostick on 
whot took place at various plan­ 
ning commission and city council 
meetings in August and September 
of 1950, claiming that both bodies 
gave due consideration to all evi­ 
dence presented by Reedport.

HEALTH OFFICER SAYS: 
'No Cause To Fear 
Inverness Polio' 


If resldenta of Invtmess area con* 
tlnue their close watch for symp 
tomi of polio they fhould have no 
fear of an epidemic of the disease, 
Dr. Clarke Haylett, Marin health 
offlcer, declared today. 
The doctor made the announce 
ment after a third case in the area 
had been reported yesterday and 
fear of an epidemic had resulted in 
a closedown of Inverness Elemen­ 
tary school. 
Yesterday’s victim was an eight- 
year-old girl from Inverness. She 
is the sister of the six-year-old boy 
struck by the disease last week. She 
U Marin’s 14th victim of 1951. 
Dr. Haylett explained that sym- 
toms of the sickness were caught 
by the girl's parents so early that 
the youngster’s case has been diag­ 
nosed as “very light,” 
So light in fact, the doctors add­ 
ed, that the girl may not even be 
taken to a hospital. She may be 
treated at her home.

Supervisors 
Ponder Pay 
Of Employees 


Are county employees being paid 
tnough money to live on during tlie 
present Inflationary period? 
That question came up twice dur­ 
ing yesterday’s meeting of the coun­ 
ty supervisors. Nobody answered it. 
But it appeared likely that the ques­ 
tion would come up again. 
County Clerk George S. Jones 
asked the supervisors to raise the 
pay of Mrs. Henrietta Hudson, a 
deputy, from $25» to $273—the next 
salary step in the Kroeger admin­ 
istration report. It was described as 
a “distress” case dating back to May 
28 when the Kroeger personnel plan 
was adopted by the board. 
The supervisors voted 3 to 1 to 
grant the boost. Chairman T. Fred 
Bagshaw said he reluctantly voted 
against It because he wanted to 
maintain the principle of Job classi­ 
fication. 
Jones said he has three openings 
on his staff which cannot be filled 
because of low salary ranges under 
the Kroeger plan. One resignation, 
he said, involves a tpan now paid 
$275, although the personnel plan 
for the job calls for starting wage 
of $218 with $258 top. 
The salary problem came up a 
•econd time at the meeting when 
the minimum pay for a new deputy 
probation officer was raised from 
$258 to $273 by board action. 


Dr, Haylett remarked that she 
doubted whether the sickness would 
spread to other youngsters.

Their action has resulted in 
catching most of the cases this 
year in the early stages, she added 
And, she went on to say, as a re­ 
sult of this nine of the 14 cases 
reported in Marin this year have 
already recovered without weakness 
or paralysis.

reported the Inverness school was 
closed for this week by the board 
of trustees because parents were 
keeping their youngsters away from 
the classrooms. 
“It was not because the board 
feared an epidemic of polio,” he 
hastened to add.

New Mothers 
Get Little 
Time To Rest 
NEW YORK— Anyone who has 
tried, vainly, to sleep In a hospital 
wiU find a champion in Dr. Norman 
F. Miller. Writing in the Journal of 
the Iowa Medical Society, he goes to 
bat especially for the new mother, 
who, he says, needs mainly rest after 
her baby is bom. 
But “there Is no prolonged re­ 
freshing slumber, nor is there likely 
to be, for whether the patient is in 
a ward or private room, her presence 
in a hospital today appears to be a 
m atter of secondary importance. 
Secondary to the obsolete but fixed 
hospital routine, secondary to the 
schedules of the ward helpers, order­ 
lies, nurses and doctors. 
“At some absurd hour she is 
awakened. The technic used for this 
cruel procedure will, of course, vary. 
It may be a thermometer inserted 
into her mouth, a pitcher of ice 
water placed on her table, or in­ 
structions to get washed and ready 
for breakfast, which commonly ar­ 
rives an hour or two later. 
“Any attempt to snatch a brief 
rest during the remainder of the day 
is likely to be interrupted by the 
VIP’s—very important people such 
as her baby, the cleaning woman, 
the nurse, the doctor and others. 
“I do not mean to be facitious in 
thus commenting upon the difficulty 
of obtaining rest in a hospital. I 
seriously believe this has become one 
of the most important bugaboos of 
hospital life.**

What are known as “hard** corns 
occur where the hones are prom­ 
inent on the foot, especially on the 
toes. What are known as **soft” 
corns occur between the toes, and 
are generally whiter and softer.* 
The prevention of corns is of 
greatest importance. Avoiding the 
irritation which causes the com 
will cure most cases. Many times, 
wearing properly-fitted shoes will 
prevent the further formation of 
corns, and will effect a lasting cure 
of those present. 
To soften cams, they may be 
soaked In warm water to which 
soap or washing soda ha.*i been add- 
td. This will soften them enough 


for removal. However, In diabetics, 
corns should be carefully removed 
by an expert. 
Various forms of saUcyllc add 
have been used to remove corns. 
Silver nitrate stick may be, very 
helpful in treating corns. The use 
of a Tinged felt pad may be of 
some help. 
Recently, It has been shown that 
mas.sive doses of vitamin A given 
for a few months will reduce the 
number of calluses present on the 
feet. This method of treatment 
should only be used in severe cases 
end those not responding to other 
f orms of treatment. It takes a few 
weeks before the vitamin A is of 
any help, and it should always be 
given under the care of a physi­ 
cian.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Anybody Can 
Better Than Its 
Run A Paper 
Editors 


Everybody it leeroi, his the ide* that he can 
run the newspaper better than the fathead who 
edits it 
Lots of citizens will tell you that if they 
ran the newspaper, they'd blast the devil out 
of thing*, They’d get after the city for not re­ 
pairing the streets. They'd tell the so-and-sos 
off in the next town. They'd chase the Commies 
out of the country. They’d cuss the Republi­ 
cans for failing to offer a program. Or, they'd 
give the neighbors a bit of advice. 
There’s merit in these ideas. For they con­ 
tain the gist of expressions of a people in a 
genuinely free country. These opinions, tem­ 
perate and intemperate alike, gradually merge 
into what we know as the public will. 
Public will is the changing wishes of the 
people. It it most quickly and most thoroughly 
informed when most of the citizens take part 
in the discussion. And the better informed the 
people are, the more effective and better the 
public will. 
Discussions may be about anything of direct 
concern and interest to any individual. The 
purpose of any statement or opinion, so far as 
the public is concerned, is to arouse others to 
think, for or against the same subject This is 
what brings out all sides of a question. If it 
isn't discussed, there’s no public will. 
That's the purpose of editorials, too. We, for 
instance, in our own minds, know what we say 
in editorials is of value only to the extent that 
ft stimulates others to think. 
If we nudge 
enough people into action, then we'll have 
stimulated public will, ^pd even if the result­ 
ant action is contrary to that suggested the 
editorial will have served its purpose.

Officials Try 
To Prevent 
Price Cuts 


The present status of the price 
level and of inflation can be stated 
broadly, if perhaps over-tersely, 
in two sentences 
1—Prices are crying to come 
down, and many important com­ 
modities have already come down 
markedly: 
2—The government at Washing­ 
ton strives almost desperately to 
prevent prices from coming down. 


THE CONTENDING FORCES 
are illustrated concretely by re­ 
cent developments about rice, re­ 
ported in a dispatch from Lake 
Charles, La. to “The Wall Street 
Journal." The price of rice has 
been declining sharply. Two years 
ago it was nearly $7 per 100-pound 
bag and as late as last June it was 
$5.50, Today the average price is 
estimated at about $4.50. Likeli­ 
hood of a still lower price Is sug­ 
gested by the largeness of this 
crop, coupled with the fact that 
a large portion of last year's crop 
remains unsold. 
In this situation the department 
of agriculture at Washington steps 
in to support the price by taking 
a large quantity off the market at 
an artificial support price fixed hy 
the department at $5 per 100- 
pound bag. “The agriculture de­ 
partment spokesmen are busily ex­ 
horting growers to hang onto 
their rice and put it under federal 
price support loans. . . . ” The ex­ 
traordinary nature of these loans 
is stated simply: “By putting their 
rice under price 
support, 
the 
growers can hardly lose. They get 
a federally-guaranteed bank loan 
at the $5-a-bag rate. If the mar­ 
ket price rises above that point 
before the end of next April, the 
farmers can take back their rice 
and sell it. If the price doesn’t go 
over the $5 average, the growers 
can simply leave their rice under 
the loan and keep the money.” 


WHAT THE DEPARTMENT of 
agriculture is doing about rice it 
is also doing about cotton and by 
the same or other methods is striv­ 
ing to prevent prices of many farm 
products from coming down. 
Within roughly a year past, a 
large number of important com­ 
modities of various kinds have 
fallen markedly in price, some al­ 
most sensationally. Examples are: 
tin from a peak of $1 83 a pound 
to $1.03, rubber from roughly 87 *4 
cents & pound to 52 cents, cotton 
from roughly 45 cents a pound to 
34, wool from $3.80 a pound to 
$1.90, hides from 43 % cents a 
pound to 30 cents. 


MANY OF THESE commodities, 
and others that have fallen in 
price, enter into manufacture. But 
the effect of a fall in raw materials 
on prices of manufactured goods is 
offset by wages of labor, the ten­ 
dency of which has been upward. 
It has come to be well-recognized 
that a rise in wage rates increases 
eost of manufacturing and that a 
wage rise is commonly followed by 
a rise in the price that consumers 
must pay for the manufactured 
article. This works strongly against 
any tendency toward a lower price 
level generally. 


There has recently been a ten­ 
dency of farmers to recognize that 
price support of farm crops at ar­ 
tificial figures by the department 
of agriculture is dubious economi­ 
cally and politically. Secretary of 
Agriculture 
Brannan 
recently 
warned fanners that government 
policies favoring farmers “is being 
threatened by the attitude of the 
bulk of the people toward farm­ 
ers” Many farmers and some farm 
spokesmen expressed willingness to 
forego some of the advantage 
which fanners receive through 
government policies and practices. 
But usually they add a qualifica­ 
tion: they are willing to sacrifice 
provided other groups sacrifice 
correspondingly. Farmers tend to 
think of labor as a favored class, 
comparing the long hours of farm 
work with the shorter hours of 
labor.

NEW YORK (/py—American in­ 
dustry is doing a record afcount 
of building this year—expanding 
in a $25-biUion-a-year rush to 
build up military might. 
Today soma businessmen are 
wondering: what are we going to 
do with all these defense plants, 
tmc# the need for so much expan­ 
sion of military might is over? 


MOST OF THE NEW plants and 
new tools of production are for 
defense or defense-supporting in­ 
dustries. But most of them can be 
converted to making goods for 
civilians, when the time comes 
thit the military doesn't need—on 
a keep-going basis—as much in­ 
dustrial plant as it does now on % 
building-up basis. 
Business doesn’t question the 
need for defense nor the emphasis 
now concentrated on tooling-up 
for It. It cant help wondering, 
though, about two things: 
1. When the defense building 
boom stops, will other construction 
needs be enough to keep this 
major prop of the economy still 
standing—or will there be a build­ 
ing slump and unemployment? 
2. If plants now being built for 
defense production are no longer 
needed for that, will civilian de­ 
mands for the goods they make be 
enough to keep them running—or 
will our industrial production ca­ 
pacity be seriously over-expanded? 


THE RUSH TO INVEST in new 
plants is already slowing down in 
most industries, the department of 
commerce reports. Notable excep­ 
tions are: primary steel and non- 
ferrous metals, non-electrical ma­ 
chinery, non-automotive transpor­ 
tation equipment and rubber. 
But the momentum of plans al­ 
ready made Indicate that building 
.will continue at a high rate well 
into 1952, depending on how much 
material is made available for 
construction. 
Some businessmen aren't worry­ 
ing for fear industry is overex­ 
panding. They contend these basle 
production plants win be needed 
even after defense needs are mod­ 
erated. 
Those who worry, however, say! 
“How can you be sure the con­ 
sumer demand was on the upgrade 
and thus Justifying the expansion?

Officials Try 
To Prevent 
Price Cuts 


The present statue of the price 
level and of Inflation can be stated 
broadly. If perhaps over-tersely, 
in two sentences. 
1—-Prices are crying to come 
down, and many important com­ 
modities have already come down 
markedly: 
2—The government at Washing­ 
ton strives almost desperately to 
prevent prices from coming down, 


THE CONTENDING FORCES 
are iUustrmted concretely by re­ 
cent developments about rice, re­ 
ported in a dispatch from Lake 
Charles, La. to *The WaH Street 
Journal.’* The price of rice haa 
been declining sharply. Two years 
ago it was nearly $7 per lOO-pound 
bag and as late as last June it wae 
ISAO. Today the average price is 
estimated at about $4.50. Likeli­ 
hood of a still lower price is sug­ 
gested by the largeness of this 
crop, coupled with the fact that 
a large portion of last year’s crop 
remains unsold. 
In this situation the department 
of agriculture at Washington steps 
in to support the price by taking 
a large quantity off the market at 
an artificial support price fixed 1>y 
the department at $5 per 100- 
pound bag. **The agriculture de­ 
partment spokesmen are busily ex­ 
horting growers to hang onto 
their rice and put it under federal 
price support loans. . . . " The ex­ 
traordinary nature of these loans 
is stated simply: “By putting their 
rice under price 
support, 
the 
growers can hardly lose. They get 
a federally-guaranteed bank loan 
at the |5-a-bag rate. If the mar­ 
ket price rises above that point 
before the end of next April, the 
farmers can take back their rice 
and sell It. If the price doesn’t go 
over the $5 average, the growers 
can simply leave their rice under 
the loan and keep the money.” 


WHAT THE DEPARTMENT of 
agriculture is doing about rice it 
is also doing about cotton and by 
the same or other methods is striv­ 
ing to prevent prices of many farm 
products from coming down. 
Within roughly a year" past, a 
large number of important com- 
modttiei of various kinds have 
fallen markedly in price, some al­ 
most sensationally. Examples are: 
tin from a peak of $1.83 a pound 
to $1.03, rubber from roughly 8714 
cents a pound to 53 cents, cotton 
from roughly 45 cents a pound to 
34, wool from $3.80 a pound to 
$1.90, hides from 4314 cents a 
pound to 30 cents.

There has recently been a ten­ 
dency of farmers to recognize that 
price support of farm crops at ar­ 
tificial figures by the department 
of agriculture Is dubious economi­ 
cally and politically. Secretary of 
Agriculture 
Brannan 
recently 
warned fanners that government 
policies favoring farmers “is being 
threatened by the attitude of the 
bulk of the peop|e toward farm­ 
ers.” Many farmers and some farm 
spokesmen expressed willingness to 
forego some of the advantage 
which farmers receive through 
government policies and practices. 
But usually they add a qualifica­ 
tion; they are willing to sacrifice 
provided other groups sacrifice 
correspondingly. Farmers tend to 
think of labor as a favored class, 
comparing the long hours of farm 
work with the shorter hours of 
labor.

WHEN THE NEW economic con­ 
trols measure was before congress 
last summer the farm bloc in 
congress fought bitterly against 
the “rollback” which the admin­ 
istration price control agency had 
decreed in prices of beef. When 
the administration agency dealt 
with wages of labor it moved in a 
contrary direction and used a con- 
trasting terminology. During 1950.

COUNTY DEPT. OF PARKS) 
We all agree that the bicycle, the 
motorcycle and the tutomobile are 
deprivlnf our young people of any 
desire to take exercise. It is my 
opinion, and I believe I can prove 
It, that mountain climbing (with 
discretion) is the finest exercise 
there is. Unfortunately those who 
have the desire have little encour­ 
agement. 
On Saturday, September IS, I 
climbed Mt. Tamalpais. That after­ 
noon I met one young man, and saw 
a couple some distance away: and 
that on Saturday afternoon. Why 
not more? Well, I am going to ven­ 
ture a guess. 
’The tourist climbs up the trail 
until he retches the trail that I 
will call the “Collar” that complete­ 
ly encircles the peak. He looks 
around for a continuation of the 
trail to the summit, but does not 
find It. He must either fight his 
way through a literal jungle, muti­ 
lating his skin and his clothes; or 
walk around the eastern shoulder, 
half or three quarters of a mile, a 
long way to the top.

Expansion 
Causes Fear

NEW' YORK (fl*)—American In­ 
dustry is doing a reoord aftiount 
of building this yeax^-expandinf 
In n ^5-billion-a-year rush to 
build up military might. 
Today some businessmen are 
wonderiaf; what are we going to 
do with all these defense plants, 
once the need for so much expan­ 
sion of military might is over? 


MOiT OF THK NEW plants and 
new tools of production art for 
defense or defOnse-gupporting In­ 
dustries. But most of them can be 
converted to making goods for 
civilians, when the time comes 
that the military doesn’t need—on 
a keep-going basis—as much In­ 
dustrial plant as it does now on a 
buUdlng-up basis. 
Business doesnt question the 
need for defense nor the emphasis 
now concentrated on toollng-up 
for It. It cant help wondering, 
though, about two thinp: 
1. When the defense buOdlng 
boom stops, will other construction 
needs be enough to keep this 
major prop of the economy still 
standing—or will there be a build­ 
ing slump and unemployment? 
2. If plants now being built for 
defense production are no longer 
needed for that, will civllltn de­ 
mands for the goods they make be 
enough to keep them running—or 
will our industrial production ca­ 
pacity be seriously over-expanded? 


THE RUSH TO INVEST in new 
plants is already slowing down in 
most Industries, the department of 
commerce reports. Notable excep­ 
tions are; primary steel and non- 
ferrous metals, non-electrical ma­ 
chinery, iMn-automotlve transpor­ 
tation equipment and rubber. 
But the momentum of plans al­ 
ready made indicate that building 
.will continue at a high rate well 
into 1952, depending on how much 
material is made available for 
construction. 
Some businessmen aren't worry­ 
ing for fear industry is overex­ 
panding. They contend these basle 
production plants will bt needed 
even after defense needs arc mod­ 
erated. 
Those who worry, however, layt 
.“How can you be sure the con­ 
sumer demand was on the upgrade 
and thus Justifying the expansion? 
What if it was at the

stand today that collegiate football 
is "big business’* and the relation 
between school and athlete is “that 
of employer and employee.” 
Commission Referee David F. How 
Jr, ruled yesterday that Ernest E. 
Nemeth, former Denver university 
gridder, was, in effect, an employee 
of the university and therefore en­ 
titled to (Usability pay which may 
exceed $1,000 plus medical expenses. 
How ruled that Nemeth, 24, be 
paid a total of $178.06 for a three- 
month period of total disability and 
his weekly "salary” until otherwise 
ordered for temporary disability. He i 
aim rated that his medical expenses, | 
up to $1,000, be paid. 
Nemeth, a stocky 190-pound ex- 
guard, was injured during spring 
practice of 1950. Unable to work at 
his part-time 
university Job 
be­ 
cause of a dislocated vertebral disc, 
he filed a disability claim with the 
London Accident and Guarantee 
Company, L td, which carries a 
blanket Insurance policy on all uni­ 
versity employes. When the London 
company denied his claim. Nemeth 
filed 
the 
Industrial 
Commission 
claim. 
During the Industrial Commission 
hearing, Nemeth testified that a 
$50-a-month 
part-time job, 
free 
training-table meals and free board 
depended solely cm hi* ability to 
make the varsity team. 
In his decision, Referee How said: 
"White many students obtained 
employment by the university, the 
advantage enjoyed by athletes ap­ 
pears to have been that the duties 
Imposed upon them were nominal 
or non-existent. , . . 
"The question presented is wheth­ 
er or not, as a football player, claim­ 
ant was an employee of the Univer­ 
sity of Denver. The referee finds 
from the evidence th at when claim­ 
ant entered echool in the fall of 1948, 
he was Informed th at retaining his 
job and meal ticket were dependent 
on whether or not he made the foot­ 
ball team. Having done so, he was 
later informed that should a candi­ 
date dislodge a veteran from his 
berth on the varsity squad, his job 
and meal card would go with the 
victory . . . nothing was required for 
the gratuitous meals other than that 
he retain his status on the squad.” 
He continued: 
“It is common knowledge that a 
football player’s work is directed in 
the m inutest detail' by the coach 
(employer) and that he may be 
replaced (discharged) at the discre­ 
tion of the coach upon the conclu­ 
sion of any play without liability. So 
’ may the player tu rn in his stilt* at 
any time he pleases without liability. 
mt, therefore, seems inescapable 
that the relationship which existed 
between the University of Denver and

famines in China during the early 
30's. 
In this period he published the 
first nine annual reports on statis­

REDWOOD EMPIRE MEETING 
Three Marin Men Named To 
Posts In Promotion Unit 
Three men from Marin were elect­ 
ed to posts in the Redwood Empire 
association and others took an ac­ 
tive part in the group’s annual con­ 
vention at Hoberg’s over the week­ 
end. 
T. Fred Bagshaw, chairman of the 
Marin board of supervisors, was 
elected president of the association’s 
supervisors unit. 
George L. Mor­ 
rison of MUI Valley, vice president 
and general manager of Northwest­ 
ern Pacific railroad, was chosen as 
a member-at-large on the executive 
beard, while Clifford E. Bartlett of 
San Rafael is now an association 
vice president for Marin. 
Bagshaw presided over a round­ 
table legislative meeting of the su­ 
pervisors unit. 
Subjects of discus­ 
sion Included the amending of fed­ 
eral laws legalizing funds for the 
Golden Gate bridge. 
The supervisors pointed out that 
in spite of the bridge’s importance 
to national defense it has never re­ 
ceived a dollar from the federal 
government. 
One official said that bridge traf­ 
fic from Southern California has
